MEDIEVAL  EUROPEAN  COINS  WITH 
HEBRAIC  MINT  MASTER  MARKS 
For  centuries,  many  European  coins  were  struck  from  dies  bear¬ 
ing  initials  or  symbols  for  those  most  immediately  responsible  for 
them — the  mintmasters.  And  for  centuries,  European  Jews  were 
well  represented  among  the  practitioners  of  this  exclusive  trade.

Collaborative  work  of  Jacob  Abraham  (1722-00)  and  his  son 
Abraham  Abrahamson  (1754-1811 ,)  celebrated  Jewish  mint  en¬ 
gravers  in  Prussia.  We  quote  from  Friedenberg: 

“We  are  fortunate  that  both  father  and  son  engraved  some 
of  their  most  prominent  coreligionists.  The  most  important  of 
these  medals,  struck  about  1744,  is  an  homage  to  Moses  Men¬ 
delssohn,  the  very  great  leader  of  the  Haskalah  movement.  Both 
father  and  son  collaborated  on  his  work,  which  without  ques¬ 
tion  is  among  the  dozen  most  important  Jewish  medals 
ever  issued.  On  the  obverse  we  see  facing  left  the  bust  of 
Mendelssohn,  with  the  overly  massive  shoulders  butting  the 
head,  as  is  typical  of  hunchbacks.  The  long,  searching  nose,  the 
high  forehead,  the  deepset  eyes,  and  thin,  fixed  mouth  all  reveal 
the  restless  mind  of  a  scholar.  The  reverse  shows  a  skull  with  a 
delicate  butterfly  perched  on  top,  indicative  of  the  immortality  of 
the  spirit.  The  symbolism  refers  to  the  well-known  philosophic 
work  by  Mendelssohn  entitled  " Phaedon ,"  modeled  on  the 
dialogue  of  the  same  name  by  Plato.”

Friedenberg  (p.  50)  states:  "The  Sanhedrin  medal  is  perhaps 
the  most  famous  individual  medal  dealing  with  a  Jewist  event." 
Napoleon  called  the  Sanhedrin,  the  first  in  some  1500  years,  bringing 
together  Jews  of  Italy  and  France  for  a  bargaining  session.  He  granted 
Jews  religious  freedom  and  state  protection  in  the  French  Empire.  In 
return,  Jews  were  excused  from  religious  obligations  while  serving  as 
soldiers. 

This  original  striking  should  not  be  confused  with  common 
restrikes  in  silver  and  other  medals.

Reverse:  Within  a  wreath,  " WHAT  D'YE/W ANT? IOP  OB  (large)l&l 
DOPC  (large;)  etc. 

Kemble's  theatre  had  been  destroyed,  and  when  the  new  theatre 
opened  in  Covent  Garden,  the  theatre-going  public  were  outraged  at  the 
incresed  ticket  prices  (and  policy  changes,  especially  respecting  boxes). 
Kemble,  a  friend  of  the  great  jewish  boxers  Mendoza  and  “Dutch  Sam," 
enlisted  300  tough  Jews  to  perform  as  what  we  would  today  call  a  goon 
squad.  The  medallist,  with  this  in  mind,  has  depicted  Kemble  as  a  Jew. 
(The  medallist  has  also  signed  his  work  “VP" — Voice  of  the  Public.) 

M any  times  these  medals  were  worn  to  Covent  Garden  by  the  OP 
Rioters,  in  a  manner  identical  to  today's  thematic  political  buttons. 
Consequently,  the  surviving  examples  are  not  usually  in  particularly 
nice  condition.  This  piece  is  somewhat  exceptional  and  should  satisfy  any 
sophisticated  collector  of  anti-semitic  medals. 

We  sold  a  piece  in  our  Robert  Weiss  auction  (VF,  nicks,  ring 
mount,)  three  years  ago.  Even  then  the  piece  brought  $300. 

(N.B.  This  medal  has  added  importance  in  that  there  is  no 
comparable  anti-Semitic  medal  from  Britain,  the  English  being  rather 
more  enlightened  in  this  regard  than  Continental  satirests.

Ashby's  piece,  identical  in  intent  is  discussed  in  Friedenberg  (P. 
50),  who  states  that  this  Jewish  broker  was  paying  tribute  to  his  fellow 
Jews,  for  their  exalted  position  in  the  financial  world.  While  we  agree  the 
piece  is  not  anti-semitic,  it  may  not  be  purely  laudatory,  either. 
Nonetheless,  one  Jew  satirizing  two  others — colleagues  wielding  great 
power — does  indicate  the  hegemony  of  Jews  over  the  London  market. 

The  piece  is  bright  but  has  the  light  scuffs  and  nicks  common  to 
pices  in  this  metal.

This  piece  is  especially  important  as  it  relates  to  D'israeli  at  an 
early  point  in  his  career  (D'israeli  was  elected  to  Parliament  in  1837,  but 
most  extant  medals  refer  to  him  as  the  Earl  of  Beaconfields — 1876.) 

D'israeli’ s  pride  in  his  Jewish  heritage  inspired  his  support  for 
Jewish  rights  and  by  1847  he  had  helped  end  the  restriction  against  Jews 
in  Parliament.  His  racial  pride  was  of  great  importance  to  19th  Century 
Jewry.  Typical  of  his  sensitivities  and  wit — was  an  observation  in 
Parliamentary  debate  reminding  his  colleagues  that  when  his  ancestors 
were  "writing  the  Bible,"  theirs  were  “painting  themselves  blue.” 

This  medal  was  discussed  in  some  detail,  in  our  1978  Robert  Weiss 
catalog.

Montefiore  amassed  a  fortune  as  a  London  stockbroker.  In  1824  he 
retired  to  devote  himself  to  Jewish  causes,  to  wit;  (1840)  persued  Sultan 
to  grant  Jews  same  rights  as  aliens;  (1846)  caused  the  rescinding  of  an 
Ukase  which  had  ordered  Jews  to  leave  the  Western  Russian  Frontier; 
(1864)  with  British  naval  escort  subdued  an  out-break  of  anit-Jewish 
violence  in  Morrocco.  As  the  itenerary  on  the  medal  proves,  these  were 
but  a  few  of  this  remarkable  man's  achievements  on  behalf  of  his  people. 
He  was  knighted  in  1837  and  made  a  baronet  in  1846.

Unusual  denominations,  like  en¬ 
cased  silver  dollars,  bring  outstanding  prices.  Encased  gold 
coins  are  excessively  rare,  and  we  have  no  record  for  a  piece 
like  this.  We  would  note,  however,  that  a  common  VF  U.S.  $20 
gold  piece  with  a  fairly  common  merchant  counterstamp  was 
sold  to  a  token  collector  for  $15,000  (1980  ANA).  As  a  rare  type 
of  exonumia ,  we  would  expect  this  to  bring  much  less,  but  still  a 
couple  thousand  dollars.  The  added  interest,  from  also  being  a 
judaic  item,  should  push  the  price  realized  over  our  estimate.

The  manner  in  which  the  story  is  told  visually  numbs  the 
mind  as  you  see  a  mother  with  her  children  being  escorted  to  the  train — 
the  one  way  ride — eventually  to  stop  at  the  concentration  camp  for  the 
'Final  Solution'.  Maurice  Frankenhuis  was  one  of  the  most  outstanding 
medal  collectors.  Starting  in  1914  he  built  up  two  major  collections  of 
medals,  coins,  symbols,  insignia  and  other  memorials  to  patriotism, 
nationalism,  heroism,  sacrifice,  intrigue  and  betrayal.  The  collection 
directed  to  World  War  1  was  donated  to  Museum  Haaretz  in  Tel  Aviv 
and  near  the  Kadman  Numismatic  Museum.  The  bulk  of  World  War  II 
material  will  eventally  be  housed  in  Yad  Vashem  in  Jerusalem. 

The  sculptor  of  this  truly  outstanding  medal  is  Elizabeth  Weis- 
trop.  Her  works  are  contained  in  the  Hall  of  Fame  at  NYU,  products  of 
the  Society  of  Medalists,  and  in  a  great  many  universities  and  Institu¬ 
tions  throughout  the  U.S.  The  medal  was  struck  by  Medallic  Art  in  3 
inch  bronze.
